despair of « disappointed Thug. Elec- 
tors of Edmonton are especially com- 
anended to a consideration of the lofty 
indifference which the News expresses 
towards their opinions and to the in- 
sults to them which it conveys. 


Tt is a far step down from Clifford 

Sifton to Frank Oliver. It will hardly 
pretended that Oliver was the first 

choice of the Government for Mini- 
ster of the Interior, and the fact of 
his appointment to the Cabinet is a 
confession of fear that was not gen- 
erally expected. Even the Opposition 
in the Commons has been forced to 
admit that strength, foresight, and 
resource have distinguished Mr. Sif- 
ton’s conduct of a heavy department 
and that he has revealed practical 
capacity and constructive power in 
relation to many broad questions of 
public policy. ‘But there is no more 
shifty, shuffling and demagogic 
politician in the House of Commons 
than Oliytr. He is a_ professional 
assailant of railway corporations and 
railway subsidies, except such as serve 
his political interests and the interests 
of bis district. He is a rosring radical 
providing considerations which are 
nearer and dearer to the furious pat- 
riot do not intervene tto check his 
“noble frenzy.” He was like Sifton 
a fierce opponent of the coercion of 
Manitoba, when he was seeking a 
seat in parliament, and his party the 
seals of office, and, like Sifton, he has 
sacrificed his principles on the altar 
of party and crept into ‘the tettered 
aniform which he helped to tear from 
Tupper’s shoulders nine years ago. 
There is, at least, this is ‘to be said for 
Sifton: he had not the face to con- 
tinue drawing the salary which now 
goes into Oliver’s pockets. For his 
treason Sifton sacrificed something; 
Oliver makes ; and no doubt hag 2a. fine 
contempt for the seruples of the man 
to whose position and emoluments he 
has suceceded. 

Why is Mr. Oliver now selected for 
preferment? It is no secret that Mr. 
Scott expected to succeed Mr. Sifton, 
and that his expectation was not un- 
warranted. It is just as true that 
he has greater qualifications for the 
office than Mr. Oliver or any other 
of the Western Liberal contingent in 
the Commons, with the possible ex- 
ception of Mr. Greenway. Nor will it 
be suggested that he has failed in sub- 
servience or in dooility, questioned or 
resisted the demands of the cocrcionist 
wing of the Cabinet, or held any 
consideration to be secondary to the 
retention of power in the hands of 
Liberal politicians. But notwith- 
standing all these merits and not with- 
standing that he earried his constitu- 
ency a few months ago by neurly 800 
of 2 majerity, he is set aside and 
Mr. Oliver is called to the Cabinet. 
There can be only one reason for this 5 
unexpected proceeding, and that is 
that stromg as he was in his consti- 
tuency, and great as was his majority 
at che gemeral election, the Govern- 
ment dare not risk a contest in West 
‘Assiniboia. We panels ‘ee _ 
were not prepared for such a confes- 
sion of fear and distrust of Western 
Liberals, and the facts have a curious 
“icnificance in view of the contention 
of Ministers and their supporters and 
echoes in the press and in Parliament 
that the Autonemy Bill is acceptable 
to Western Canada and that the 


agitation which the measure has 
evoked has no existence outside of 
Ontarto .

rt En iBanc delivered judgement 
today on the reserved points of law in 
the King Murder trial. The alleged 
murderer will have anot her trial, the 
court being unanimously of the opin- 
son that the conviction should be set 
aside anda new trial held. Judge 
Newlands delivered a judgement 
Judges Sifton and Harvey concurring 
2 o}% : : 
im which he held as to. the first point 
that there Was evidence to show that 
the remains found were those of Hay- 
Ward; ‘That as to the second point, 
the Crown Prosecutor had the right 
to reply though the defence had ad- 
duced no evidence. bui that tthe 
ment of the Prosecutor on accused’s 
failure to testify was improper and 
entitied the prisoner to a new trial: 
Judge Prendregast delivercd & Separ- 
ate judgement in which he arrived at 
the same conclusion. Judge Wetmore 
celivered a dissenting judgement in 
which he held that the conviction 
was bad as there was no evidence to 
show that the remains were Hay- 
ward's and also agreed that the 
Crown Prosecutor’s comment entitled 
the accused to a new trial. He also 
Reld that the prosecution had no 
right to reply but thought it immai- 
terial to the conviction.

King was tried before Judge Harvey 
in Edmonton early last month and 
at the conclusion of the trial which 
resulted in his conviction and the sen- 
tence of death to be executed on May 
10th, the council of the defence, Mr, 
©. M. Biggar asked for a reserved 
case on three counts, ist—That the 
evidence was insufficient to convict - 
2nd—That the prosecution had  ad- 
@ressed the jury after the address of 
sounci!l for the defence ; 3rd—That the 
council for tke prosecution in his ad- 
ress had referred to the fact that the 
prisoner had not volunteered evidence 
on his own behalf, 

Since his conviction King has been 
confined in the R.N.W.M.P. barracks 
at Fort Saskatchewan where he is 


said :to have maintained a stoical 
gilence regarding the crime with 
which he was charged. 

The new trial wilk be held in Ed- 


monton, possibly during the coming 
month. There were about cighty 
witnesses present at the first trial, 
many of them from Lesser Slave 
Lake, some from British Columbia, 
the United States, Ontario and one 
from Encland. These witnesses will 
have to be brought back for the new 
trial.

Coal.—Coal lands may be purchas- 
ed at $10 per acre for soft 
and $20 for antffracite, Not more 
than 320 acres can be acquired by 
one individual! or company, Royalty 
at the rate of 10 cents per ton of 
2600 pounds shall be coliected on the 
Gross output, ;

A free miner's certificate is grant-

A free miner, having discovered mi- 
neral in place, may locate a claim 
1,500 by 1,500 feet by marking out 
the same with two lezal posts bear- 
ing location notices, one at each 
end of the line of the lode or vein 

The claim may be recorded withm 
fifteen days if located within ten 
miles of a mining recorders office, 
one additional day allowed for every 
wdditionaf ten miles or fractiony The 
ee for recording a claim is $5,00, 

At least $100 must be expended on 
the claim each year or paid to the 
mining recorded in lieu “thereof. 

When $500 has been expended or 
paia the locator may, upon having a 
2wurvey miade, and upon complying 
with other requirements purchase the 
land at $1.00 fer acre, 

Permission may be-granted by the 
Minister of the Interior to locate 
tlaims containing iron and mica, al- 
so copper, in the Yukon Territory, 
of am area not exceeding 160 acres. 

The patent for a mining location 
ehall ¢rovide for the paymeni: of 
royalty on the sales not excceding 
five per cent; 

Placer Mining, Manitoba and the 
N. W. T,, excepting the . Yukon 
Territory.—Placer minmiog claims are 
generally 100 feet square, entry fee 
$5.00, remewable gsearly. Oo ‘the 
North Saskatchewan river claims 
for either bar or beach, the former 
being 100 feet long. and extending 
between high and low water mark, 
The latter includes bar diggings but 
extends back to the base of the hill 
or bank but not exceeding 1,000 
feet. Where steam power is (use, 
claims 260 feet wide may be obtained 

Dredging in the rivers of Manitoba 
and the N. W. T., excepting the Yu- 
kon Territory.—A free mimer may 
obtain only two leases of five miles 
each. for a term of twenty years, 
remewable in the. diseretion of the 
Minister of the Interior. 

The Iessee’s right is confined ‘o the 
submerged ‘bed or bars of the river 
below low. water mark, and subject 
to the rights ofall. persoms who 
have or who may receive entries for 
bar diggings oa bench claims, except 
in ‘the Saskattchewan river where 
the lessee may dredge to high water 
mark: on each alternate leasehold.
